Extensive renovations have 
transformed the 10,400 sq. ft. old 
Bradford library at 100 Holland Court 
into a modem health facility, with 
doctors’ offices and examination 
rooms, consulting rooms, a modem 
blood lab, and multi-purpose room 
for educational and community 
programs. 


Not a walk-in clinic, the Family 
Health Centre will provide a new level 
of primary health care in Bradford, 
and a new location for several 
existing medical services. Among 
the tenants of the Centre, which will 
continue to be owned by the Town 
of Bradford West Gwillimbury, are 
LifeLabs Medical Laboratory Services 


(formerly CML Healthcare), and 3 
family physicians already practising 
in Bradford - Dr. Susan Kuzmyk, Dr. 
Andy Tsang and Dr. Mabel Hsin. 

But it will also be the new home of 
a satellite of the Southlake Family 
Health Team, a team comprised 
of Physicians, Nurses, Nurse

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Who pays to police parades? 


Every year, South Simcoe Police are 
asked to provide security and traffic 
control for between 30 and 35 special 
events and parades, in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil. 

The use of cruisers and off-duty 
officers generates costs that exceed 
$28,000 per year - including $15,372 in 
overtime alone. 

Those costs would be higher by 
about $39,198, if South Simcoe Police 
couldn’t rely on volunteer Auxiliary 
officers to fill in where needed. 

As part of a cost-cutting initiative. 
South Simcoe Police were asked to 
consider options for at least partial 
cost-recovery - and on March 17, a 
report was presented to the Police 
Services Board. 

"This is a hot issue across the 
province,” said Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson, 
pointing out that municipal or 
regional police services in Barrie, Peel 
Region, Toronto, York Region, Durham 
and Halton now require event 
organizers to hire paid duty officers. 


The report did not recommend either 
the status quo, which is expected to 
cost South Simcoe Police $28,207 in 
2014, or full cost-recovery. Instead, it 
recommended no charge for a police 
presence at events that are open to 
or benefit the whole community, 
including Santa Claus Parades, 

Canada Day Parades and Bradford's 
Carrotfest - but argued in favour of 


including the Big Bike for Heart, 
"special interest groups,” and events 
where alcohol is sold for profit. 

About 11 of 33 scheduled events 
in 2014 would end up paying for 
policing, reducing the costs to the 
service by about $9,300. 

Police Services Board chair Sharon 
Vfilani said that the Board had been 
directed by Town Councils in both 
municipalities to cut costs, but 
acknowledged, “I’m sure it’s going to 
be a hot potato - a political potato.” 

“In the magnitude of our budget, 
this is small. In lean-in policy, this is

huge," said Innisfil Mayor 
Barb Baguley, suggesting 
that it was a way to begin to 
introduce full cost-recovery. 
However, she noted, initial 
reaction from the public 
has been strongly negative 
and there has been "push 
back” - largely because of 
misunderstanding. 

There is no plan to bill 
Santa Claus, Mayor Baguley 
said, recommending that 
public meetings be held in 
both municipalities, to "let 
people understand what 
we’re talking about.” 

She pointed out that if the 
organizations don't pay, 
“that means the taxpayer is 
going to continue to pay.” 

But Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Doug 
White warned, “I think 
this is easy to embrace 
in philosophy, and hard 
to embrace in practice," 
especially when asking 
fundraisers to pay for 
policing. 

"I find it hard to justify 
charging the Terry Fox Run,” 
White said. “I think that is 
for the betterment of the 
community... In my mind, 
$9,300 to have these groups 
that are trying to do die 
greater good -1 think the 
greater good trumps the 


$9,300.” 

He pointed out that some 
events, like the Beer tent 
at CarrotFest, Bradford 
Ribfest, and Innisfil's 
Summerfest, already pay for 
officers to be present. 

Member Rod Hicks argued 
that the billing should apply 
to the “big ones” - the major 
fundraising organizations 
that employ a full 
administrative staff, like the 
Cancer Society and Heart 
and Stroke Foundation. 

"I think they should pay 
for their events,” he said, 
warning of "exponential" 
growth in street closures, 
unless the Police Board is 
“a little proactive now.” 

“I agree we should be 
proactive,” said Chair 
Villani - but she suggested 
that the matter should be 
referred back to the Town 
Councils, to provide policy 
direction and determine 
who will pay. “Let the 
elected officials decide,” she 
said - a position supported 
by Mayor Baguley. 

Member Hicks asked for 
a revision to the report, to 
define which groups would 
be asked to pay, before it 
was referred to Councils for 
review. The Board agreed. 


Introducing the ERU

“Policing is famous for its 
acronyms,” South Simcoe 
Police Sgt. Sean Willan told 
the BWG-Innisfil Police 
Services Board, March 17. 

He was there to talk 
about the ERU - the 
Emergency Response Unit 
- and how it differs from an 
EDU (Explosives Disposal 
Unit) or SWAT (Special 
Weapons and Tactical) unit. 

South Simcoe’s 10 to 


12 member ERU was 
established to deal with 
searches, barricaded 
persons, hostage-takings 
- any situation in which 
violence or the possibility of 
violence exists. 

But it doesn’t have the 
tactical experience to deal 
with explosives, or certain 
escalating situations; for 
that, the local Police have

Collisions investigated 

Today may be the first official day 
of spring, but Winter still refuses to 
loosen its grip on Ontario. White- 
out conditions on March 15 led to 
numerous collisions on local roads. 

Shortly after 1 p.m. on Saturday, 
South Simcoe Police were called to a 
multi-vehicle collision on 5 Sideroad 
and Concession 9 in Innisfil. A 
southbound vehicle came to a stop, 
due to white-out conditions, and was 
struck from behind by the following 
vehicle - setting off a chain reaction. 
Four vehicles were involved; one 
person suffered minor injuries and 
was taken to hospital as a precaution. 
Sideroad 5 was closed between the 
9th and 10th Lines of Innisfil for 
investigation. 

Shortly after 3:30 p.m., Police 
attended a collision on Queen Street 
in the village of Cookstown - and 
heard from witnesses that one of the 
vehicles had been swerving all over 
the road, prior to the crash. The officer 
investigated the female driver of the 
suspect vehicle, and arrested her for 
Impaired driving by drugs. The 27 year 
old Innisfil woman was transported 
to the police station for further 
investigation, which confirmed the 
drugs, and was charged with Impaired 
Driving. 

In the early morning hours of March 
16, shortly after 2:30 a.m., Police 
responded to a report of a motor 
vehicle collision on Simcoe Rd. in 
Bradford, where a southbound vehicle 
struck a northbound car, left the 
roadway, and came to rest on the front 
lawn of a residence. Police addressed 
the driver of the vehicle who exhibited 
signs of impairment, and was arrested 
and taken to the station for breath 
testing. A 23 year old Bradford male 
was charged with Impaired Driving 
and Over .080. He received a 90 day 
licence suspension, his vehicle was 
impounded for 7 days, and he was 
given a court date in April. 

At around 4 a.m. on March 16, South 
Simcoe Police responded to a single 
vehicle collision on Dissette St. in 
Bradford - where a vehicle eastbound 
at a high rate of speed lost control and 
struck a light standard. The driver was 
trapped in the vehicle, and had to be 
extricated by the Fire Department. 

The 26 year old Keswick male was 
transported to hospital with minor 
injuries - and charged with Careless 
Driving.

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Canada-South Korea Free Trade deal 


On March 10, Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper announced that Canada and 
the Republic of Korea have concluded 
negotiations for a bilateral free trade 
agreement that will, the government claims, 
“significantly boost trade and investment 
ties between the two countries, creating 
Jobs and opportunities for Canadians in 
every region of the country." 

“This free trade agreement will benefit 
both consumers and businesses alike, 
especially our local beef, pork, and soy 
farmers. It will level the playing field and 
give our farmers greater access to one of 
die largest beef, pork and soy consuming 
nations in the world,” said MP for York- 
Simcoe, Peter Van Loan. "As an example, 
soy producers can now pay a tax of up to 
487% on products they are exporting into 
Korea, beef producers between 40 and 75%, 
and pork producers 25%. These producers 
could see these taxes completely eliminated 
through this free trade agreement.” 

The Agreement, Canada's first with an 
Asian market, could create thousands 
of new jobs in Canada and provide 
Canadian businesses and workers with a 
gateway to Asia, enhancing their global 
competitiveness. Korea has an annual 
GDP of $1.1 trillion and a population of 50 
million. 

Expected benefits include: 

. A substantial increase in Canadian exports 
to Korea. The Agreement is projected to 
increase exports by 32% and boost the 
Canadian economy by $1.7 billion annually. 
. Elimination of 86.8% of tariffs on 
Canadian Agricultural products, including 
beef, pork and soy. 

. Creation of a strategic gateway for 
Canadian Businesses to the wider Asia 
Pacific region, enhancing their global 
competitiveness. 

. Levelling of the playing field for Canadian 
exporters and investors - since the U.S. and 
E.U. already have free trade agreements 
with Korea. 

In fact, Van Loan said, that could be the 
most significant impact of the new Free 
Trade Agreement - putting Canadian 
producers and businesses on an equal 
footing with the U.S. and EU, and "getting 
back markets we used to have.” 


He noted that Canada "held the line” 
on protecting the automotive industry 
in earlier negotiations, but was suddenly 
outflanked when the KORUS and EU 
agreements were signed, and the U.S. 
industry "flipped 180 degrees" on their 
position. 

"We literally lost billions in trade” as a 
result, Van Loan said. "We are trying to get 
back to where we were before.” 

He acknowledged there seem to be some 
imbalances in the document - with Canada 
lifting its Tariffs within a fairly short time 
frame, in some sectors, while Korea may 
take up to 11 or 12 years to reciprocate. 

"It’s all a product of negotiation,” said 
Van Loan, who has held the International 
Trade portfolio. "There’s also an asymmetry 
of trade, and areas of sensitivity.” It’s 
not so much about free trade, but about 
“everything that people want to protect.” 

All the same, Van Loan pointed out that 
some economic sectors aren’t prepared at 
this time to take advantage of new openings 
in trade, and need additional time to 
increase their capacity. In the long run, 
though, “it should result more or less in a 
balanced equation.” 

He was asked about potential loss of 
revenue, if the government gives up tariffs 
and duties. 

"Those revenues... are always negligible. 
The government will always make them 
up, in terms of increased business,” Van 
Loan said. “You always end up with more 
government revenues,” as a result of greater 
sales and productivity. 

As for impact on prices, he agreed that 
there is seldom a trickle down to the price 
tag or the consumer - something that hasn’t 
happened since the the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) was signed. 

Van Loan summed up the Canada-Korea 
deal: “It’s probably not perfect, but it’s a 
huge step forward from where it was.” 

The Conservative government, in less 
than 7 years, has concluded free trade 
agreements with 9 countries, and is in 
negotiations with 30 more. The most 
notable achievement to date: the historic 
“agreement in principle” with the 28-nation 
European Union, announced in October 
2013.

Keep control of Alcohol sales 

To the editor: Over the past few weeks, I 
have been reminded that most Ontarians 
aren’t aware of the extensive amount of 
research, dedication and effort that goes 
into making our roads among the safest in 
North America every year. 

We come home at the end of our day 
of work, go to school events, meet with 
friends to play sports, run errands and get 
groceries - and we almost always do so 
safely, without incident. We take that for 
granted. 

Good policies coupled with awareness 
provide a structure that allows most of us 
to enjoy our day-to-day activities without 
tragedy. However, arrive alive DRIVE 
SOBER is concerned that selling beer, wine 
and spirits in convenience stores and gas 
stations would change this, and cause a 
serious setback to our mission to eliminate 
impaired driving in Ontario. 

Ontario has more than 9 million licensed 
drivers and still our roads consistently 
rank as the safest or second safest in 
North America. It's no accident; it’s the 
culmination of well-founded legislation 
and regulations, awareness and education 
campaigns, and enforcement. 

Our position against privatizing alcohol 
sales goes back to 1994. That's because we 
believe making alcohol available through 
convenience stores would increase alcohol 
abuse, sales to minors - and impaired 
driving. 

Our efforts to fight impaired driving 
have paid off. Ontario’s alcohol-involved 
fatality rate fell from 439 in 1988 to 129 
in 2009. That’s a decrease of 70.6%. 

During the same time, the number of 
licensed drivers in the province increased 
greatly. Our injury rate for that same time 
period was down as well. It’s a very big 
accomplishment - and we acknowledge 
The Beer Store for being part of it. 

The Beer Store's staff are well-trained, 
and they draw on this training every day 


when serving customers. Refusing a sale to 
a minor or intoxicated customer is a policy 
of management ( www.thebeerstore.ca/ 
about-us/social-responsibility), not seen as 
lost business or profits. 

Twice in the past 10 years, The Beer 
Store has received the Ministry of 
Transportation’s Road Safety Achievement 
Award for helping to educate Ontarians 
about sober driving, supporting arrive 
alive DRIVE SOBER, closely challenging 
patrons who appear under-age or drunk, 
refusing service if necessary, and helping 
to raise awareness of new legislation. 

We believe that convenience stores would 
be unable to bring the same attention and 
commitment to the table. Based on well- 
documented failures by some convenience 
stores to follow proper protocols when 
selling tobacco and lottery tickets, we 
have reservations about their ability to sell 
alcohol safely. 

Alcohol is a special commodity that must 
be handled with care, as it is now. And if 
we continue to sell alcohol in the most 
responsible way possible, we can continue 
to save lives on our roads, and arrive alive.

Lett explained. “It was nice to be able to come back and 
renovate this building" - and to maintain several of the 
key architectural features, like the rotunda and the natural 
lighting, as part of the new design. 

"We’ve tried to not make the environment as clinical 
as it could look," Lett said - but the “natural" touches are 
deceptive. What appears to be a wood floor is actually an 
antibacterial product - and the comfortable carpeting in 
the waiting room is not only 100% recycled and made in 
Canada, it also has an anti-bacterial backing. 

Flooring and countertops in examination rooms are 
seamless, for infection control and ease of cleaning; and 
the mechanical system is designed to exchange the air 
in examination rooms 6 times per hour, 9 times per hour 
in the corridors and the procedure room, and 12 times 
per hour in the waiting room - “the most current CSA 
standards, for Health Care standards.” 

Lett also noted that while "we’re still working on the 
figures," the project is on time, and “under budget." 

"When we decided to do this, I had a very high level of 
expectation coming in here - and it was exceeded,” said 
Mayor Doug White, after taking the tour. “What a wonderful 
building! It speaks to the liveability of our Town." 

There are still some gaps in service. The facility does 
not have an x-ray lab, although there is a design for an 
addition to the building, that could be reconfigured to 
accommodate an x-ray machine in the future. However, 
warned Lett, “The provincial licensing (for x-ray machines) 
is really prohibitive,” determined geographically. 

And die 3 local family physicians relocating to the 
building are not currently taking on new patients, although 
the Town is hoping to recruit 3 additional general 
practitioners to fill space in the Family Health Centre. 

However, the building also houses a satellite of the 
Southlake Family Health Team, and the FHT's new 
Executive Director Kim Patteson has indicated that her 
"interdisciplinary team” will be active, in the days to come. 
Since the Southlake team was approved by the Ministry 
of Health in 2007, it has brought its multi-disciplinary 
approach to health care to Newmarket, Aurora, Mount 
Albert, "and now Bradford” - providing support for local

Memorandum of Understanding with York Regional Police, 
to draw on their equipment and expertise. 

All of the members of the South Simcoe ERU are actually 
deployed in other areas of policing - 6 in uniformed patrol, 
2 in Criminal Investigations, 1 in Courts, 1 in Training & 
Education - but all are trained in tactics, and carry a wide 
range of equipment, including “less lethal" use-of- force 
options, like a shotgun that shoots a bean-bag projectile, 
and the Taser, or Conducted Electrical Weapon (CEW). 

The goal, Willan noted, “is to defuse or end the situation 
without loss of life, or serious injury.” 

Often, all it takes is the presence of ERU members - with 
their all-black uniforms, combat boots, and collection of 
weaponry - to de-escalate a confrontation. “Our presence 
can often bring down someone’s agitated state,” and make 
them reconsider or back down, Sgt. Willan said. And every 
ERU member is trained in crisis negotiation. “We have the 
power of the gab,” he said. “Part of our training is our ability 
to plan and act. We know who we are, we’re confident... but 
our best weapons are our mouths, to de-escalate.” 

It’s seldom that the full ERU team is called out. This past 
February, there were two “full call-outs” of all 10 members, 
to execute warrants and arrest suspects in cases involving 
"threats of firearms and drugs.” In 12 other cases, there was 
only a partial call-out, as members assisted other officers - 
including the manhunt for a murder suspect in Bradford. 

Industrial accident in Bradford. 

At about 1:30 p.m. on March 14, South Simcoe Police, 
Fire and Paramedics were called to a Bradford business. 

A male was discovered unconscious, suffering from 
massive head injuries, and transported to hospital in 
critical condition. The victim was apparendy in a metal 
basket being raised off the floor by a fork lift. The basket 
became dislodged and fell to the ground, injuring the 
worker. The Ministry of Labour is investigating. 


Think, before you hit ‘Send’ 



O.P.P. Detective Constable Jeremy 
Spence usually deals with high school 
students, talking to them about the 
pitfalls of the internet and Social 
Media, and warning them against 
decisions that can have a long-term 
and devastating effect: Bullying. 
Harassment. Sexting. 

Sending sexually- 
explicit photographs. 

In fact, the problem 
-and "it’s a huge 
problem,” he says - often 
begins long before high 
school. "I get calls, 
probably two or three a 
day,” from kids who are 
over their heads - kids 
who may have been persuaded to post 
inappropriate photos online. 

Kids as young as 8 or 10. 

“Parents will throw their kid an 
iPhone, a Smart phone without any 
instructions, yet they won’t let their 
kids go downtown alone, or to the 
mall,” says Det. Const. Spence - even 
though a Smartphone allows them to 
“communicate with millions of people 
online they don’t know.” 

That's why, on February 28, Det. 
Const. Spence, Acting Sgt. with the 
Child Sexual Exploitation Unit of the 
OPP, came to Cookstown Central 
Public School, to talk to the Grade 7 
and 8 students. He brought along a 
new presentation, that focusses on 
education, awareness, and "what to do 


before you hit Send." 

The sending of inappropriate images, 
whether by text, photo, or video, 
through the internet or Smartphone 
"is the #1 problem in our schools,” 
Spence told the students. “Can we get 
that image back? No, it's out there 

The statistics are shocking. In 
high school, 1 in 5 teens admit 
to having posted a sexually 
suggestive or explicit photo; 1 
in 3 boys report receiving an 
image meant for someone else; 
and 1 in 2 teens have received a 
sexually-suggestive image. 

A photo, when sent out over 
today's technology, with today’s 
apps, "can go through a high school 
of 1,000 in an hour. That is out there 
forever. It's not coming back,” Spence 
said. "The internet houses everything. 
The internet does not forget.” 

He pointed to the program, Snapchat 
- where the sender might think 
they are safe, because they set the 
image to "disappear” in 3 seconds. 
Spence noted that a recipient, with 
a smartphone, can take a "screen 
capture” of the photo, and keep the 

And images can come back to 
impact not only today's friendships, 
and school life, but also future 
employment: employers these days 
often search the net before hiring. 

The most common cause of posting 


a sexual image is pressure - from a 
boyfriend, a girlfriend, or even online 
predators; that online “friend” who 
seems to be a 12 year old boy or girl so 
eager to share experiences may turn 
out to be a 32-year-old pedophile. 

When sexual images end up “out 
there," the result can be feelings of 
isolation, anxiety, embarrassment, 
depression - even suicide. "We’ve had 
multiple incidents, not only here in 
Canada, but in the States and around 
the world,” Spence said. 

There are other consequences. “It 
can be a criminal offence," to send 
or share explicit photos - and child 
pornography if the subject of the 
photo is under-age, Spence warned. 
“These kinds of things happen every 
day.... It's happening in every school, 
every school in Ontario.” 

There is help. Anyone who observes 
abuse, harassment or bullying, or the 
distribution of sexually inappropriate 
photos can report that anonymously 
to cybertip.ca And anyone who 
has been the victim of that kind 
of online pressure or has posted 

NeedHelpNow.ca, to talk to a trained 
counsellor, and get help in removing 
images from the internet. 

But before it gets to that stage, 
Spence said, "Think - If we had never 
sent that image, it would never have 
happened... Think before you take it. 
Think before you send it”

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Neonicotinoids blamed for bee losses 


Health Canada’s Pest Management 
Regulatory Agency (PMRA) recently 
released a report, that included the 
following statement: 

“In the spring and summer of 
2012, we received a significant 
number of pollinator 
mortality reports mainly 
from corn-growing regions of 
Ontario and Quebec. Areas 



bee mortalities. Approximately 70% of 
the affected dead bee samples tested 
positive for residues of neonicotinoid 
insecticides used to treat com seeds... 
We concluded that the majority 
of pollinator mortalities were a 
result of exposure to neonicotinoid 
insecticides, likely through exposure to 
contaminated dust generated during 
the planting of treated com seed!' 

Neonicotinoids - or “Neonics" - 
initially seemed to be a solution to 
a pesticide problem for farmers: a 
“natural” means of insect pest control, 
utilizing nicotine-like chemicals, 
that demonstrated less toxicity to 
mammals. Use of neonicotinoid 
insecticides, like Imidacloprid, 
Clothianidin and Hiiamethoxam, has 
become widespread, especially for the 
pre-treatment of com and soy seed. 

In fact, in less than 20 years, the 
neonicotinoids have become “the 
most widely used class of insecticides," 
according to an article in Science 
Direct.com, accounting for 25% of 
global market share. 

But research has shown that the 
neonics have a devastating effect on 
some birds, aquatic invertebrates, and 
insect pollinators, especially bees and 
butterflies. While the toxic principle of 
neonicotinoid “dust” does break down 
in sunlight within 34 days, the water- 
soluble toxins can accumulate in both 
soil and water, and can be absorbed 
by both crops and wild plants 
-contaminating nectar and pollen. 

Use of neonicotinoids has been 
linked to "bee colony collapse 
disorder” - high death rates in bee 
colonies, relating to failure to forage, 
and failure to either leave or return 
to the hive. The neonicotinoids have 


been shown to damage the central 
nervous system of bees; an Italian 
study also found that they may disrupt 
the immune system, making 
bees more susceptible to 
common viruses. 

Just how significant is the 
oss of pollinators? It’s not just 
the loss of honey production; 
pollinators are responsible 
for an estimated $15 billion 
in crops in the U.S. alone, while 
Agriculture & Agri-Food Canada 
suggests one-third of Canadian crops 
depend on pollinators, valued at 
approximately $1 billion. 

The death of bee colonies and other 
key pollinators has been called a 
disaster for agriculture. It is also 
having a critical and devastating 
impact on local beekeepers, like 
Sharon and George Overton. 

The Overtons usually produce about 
55 barrels of honey at their Creekside 
Farm, near Beeton. Last year, they lost 
many of their hives; honey production 
was down to 12 barrels. 

“If this keeps up, in two years we’re 
out of business,” said George. 

"The future is bleak,” agreed Sharon, 
noting that some beekeepers are 
moving away to more northerly and 
remote areas, far from the cornfields 
of southern Ontario. “You just can’t 
keep throwing money at it” 

The Overtons are firm believers that 
Neonicotinoid use is to blame - “The 
science is there,” Sharon said - and 
Health Canada’s PMRA appears 
to agree, concluding, “Current 
agricultural practices related to the 
use of neonicodnoid-treated com and 
soybean seed are not sustainable." 

The European Union has banned 
the use of neonicotinoids on corn - 
but that has not been recommended 
in Canada. Instead, PMRA is calling 
for better labelling, safer planting 
practices, and more study. 

For the Ontario Beekeepers’ 
Association, that’s not enough. The 
OBA is arguing that the continued use 
of neonicotinoid pesticides "poses an 
unacceptable likelihood of serious, 
imminent harm to honey bees and 
native pollinators.”

Japan Art Mile Project 



On Friday, February 7, Mrs.
